The Industrial stocks were the conspicuousfeature in the market to-day. Varioustechnical explanations have been offeredfor the recent strength of this group
of securities, but none has been wholly
satisfactory. The leaders In the market todaybegan to reveal the losses on which
bull operations in the industrials are beingconducted.
The acquisition of the conquered Spanish

possessions, it is calculated, will open up
a vast market for these strong corporations,which have the capital and the
agents ready to Invade these new lields
ot enterprise. The prohibitive tariffs have
alone kept them out of the Spanish colonialmarkets. "With an advantage over all
foreign competitors the increase in trade
would be very large, notably, for such a
trust as the ltubber, in countries where
there is rain one-half of the year.
The advances in the trust stocks ranged

from Vj to 2Vi per cent, Rubber was also
favorably affected by reports of a coming
dividend on the common stock.
The breaking of the drought in the corn

territory by copious rains removed a clog
from the Grangers, which showed life for
the llrst time in a week.
Brooklyn Rapid Transit was heavy

throughout the day on liberal sales by
traders, who believe that the sagging of
the Brooklyn Bridge will force the city
authorities to count the number of trolley
cars crossing the Bridge. After a break of
1% per cent, the stock rallied with the remainderof the list, but closed lower. All
of the Flower group were heavy in sympathy.
